Tho battle \m 
nhort, bat very sharp while it lusted 
and tho robbers were obliged to beat i 
hasty retreat, leaving two of their mon 
behind, oue do.wl and tho othor mortall; 
wounded. He died about ihu hour and ; 
hall nfter beiiiK shot. 


Tho train loft Somerset on time nn« 


wan in elwrRe of Engineer T. J. Spring 
Held ami Conductor Filter Unniiun. I 
proceeded without luc-icUir.t to tugiie 
No, fl, about two miles north of Groeu 
wood. Just i« tltey emerged from tin 
tannel tho eugineer watt given a sigua 
to Mop bv acme ono with ti lautern. Ho 
M ouro shut o!t steam, reversed his eu 
vine and applied tho brakes. As it is u 
heavy np-Rnwlr at this point, ho stoppo< 
within a short dustanco. Tho man who 
gave tho sigiuil at ouco climbed on the 
engine and covered tho engineer with 
his revolver, at tho smiio time remark 
lag he would toll him when to start 
At the same time tluvo or fonr more o 
the gang came down the bank and madi 
for tho express car. Thoy entered by 
th« front door of tho car, next to tho 
juailcar, which proved to bo tho bag 
gagecar and occupied by tho baggage 
ma»tor, J. V. Donovan, with a good ran 
of bWR-.igo. On nccount of the heavy 
nm of express and baggugo an extra car 
luu been used for somu tune past. 


Evidently the robbers wort) not nwnre 


of this, and as soon us tho mistake waa 
perceived, tuny turned and left ",ho oar 
intending to go to tho express car, which 
was tho iioxt car in tho train. Mr. Grif 
uu, whi> wus expecting tho attack on tho 
«xpr«H car. had taken np a position in 
this car heavily armed. Tho express 
messenger, Dan Laske, an old employe 
of the uxpresd company, was in charge 
and had occiision demanded, would nn- 
ilonbtedly have defended tho property o: 
tho express company outrn.scod to him 
with his life. As tho train stopped, C 
V. Algood and W. S. Eddo, deputy 
special agents, who wero in tho forward 
part of the ^making cur, which car was 
jiut behind the express car got out on 
Ihecroaud and started forward. A son- 
tinal standing out on tho bank iitx-va 
edjiicd them by the light of the train 
and btignu tiring on them at once. Tho 
fact that tho night was dark, is all that 
laved thorn from iustant death. 


By dodging and rumu'iig fonvtird, 


they o*oaped, and seeing the robners, 
•who hail beou in the boggngecur ud- 
•vunomg they opened flro upon thorn, 
lulling unu instantly and mi badly injur- 
ing another that ho dlvd about 4 u. :u. 
frum tho elTcct** of his wotiuds. 


As soon as tho tiring began Mr. Gi if- 


fin jnmpc<l oat of the express.car, and in 
K> doing nearly lost his life, as a ballot 
barely misx-d him >w it sped past, Ino 
detectives wero armed with double-bar- 
rel and repeating shotguns loaded with 
buckshot, and tho firing was quick and 
•iioisivo. Tho battle liisr«l but .1 fow 
minutes, when the robbers boat a re :reat 
up the bank and disappeared in the 
woods and nndorbnish, leaving dioir 
dead and dying comrades behind. 


A tramp giving his uaino as William 


Martin, residenco Allegheny, Pa., was 
ruling on the blind buggttuo and when 
tho train atopped he got off and ran 
ahead tnmoul being soon by the train 
crow. He heard tho man who climbod 
on the engine say ho wonld givo tho en- 
gineer word when to go, and turned 
back lo got on again, thinking tho train 
wan about to start. During tho tiring 
he was ntruck lu the loft arm aud side 
and was at 'erwurd found bmlly wound- 
ed. He wutt brought to tho hospital at 
8onw>r.*it and it is doubtful whether he 
*ili recover, he being shot through 
the intestines. It is not thought that 
he wu concerned m tho attempted rob- 
bery. 


The timo consumed in the attack and 


repulse was HO short that it was all over 
aluiust before tho passengers wero aware" 
of what was taking place, and tho tram 
was delayed not over l~i minutes iti all. 


The man on the engine jumped off 


whiin ho saw his comrades wero re- 
pulipd, and disappeared up tho bank in 
the darkness remarking aa ho jumped: 
"Xow you can go." 


The dead mhbor proved to bo Jerry 


Morrow, aud tho wonudod man his son 
Tom, 
two well known characters living 


in tho edge of Wayne county about 15 
mtta* froia tho scene of the attempted 
hold-np. 


Morrow is a man of about 55 years of 


»ge, and is thought to have beon the 
leader of tho gang. He and his two 
•ons have long been a terror to the 
neighborhood and country iu which 
thoy lived. Jnrry and one son were on 
trial before the circuit court of this 
county twice for tho killing of Gilee 
Now two years or moro ago. On the 
first trial the jury failed to ogroc, vyjiilo 
they wpru admitted on tho s«cond by 
proving ,m alibi. Ho has been cngiiged 
in many petty larreaies, and altogether 
was considered a dangerous man. 


There weni probably six men engaged 


in the attack. Ono of them, presumably 
irazer, left with the horses on too of 
the tunnol, one flogged the train and 
mounted tho engiuo whcu it stopped, 
while a third stood guard on top of tho 
«arth cut, whut< three remaining ones 
attack*! tho expresn car. 


Tho scene of tho hold up in in a henry 


cut ]ast south of tunnel No. U, and at a 
lonely Hjiot. The robbers were evident- 
ly intmit on plundering tho express oar 
»od rfa«>hing h*n> before daylight if 
piWBbln. The remaining m-inborn of 
'ho (-.ing will probobly be apprehended 
•IK| bnnigh', to justice.

luqutMt. The younger mnu hud in his 
pOHsessiou «evorol good sized stronii 
sacks, in which it is presumed they in- 
londud placing their plunder. 


Mr. T. B. Griffln, tho special agent of 
the roucl, and who plmmed and so suc- 
cessfully carried oat the defense, has 
been in tho service of tho road for 16 or 
18 years, and has a wido experience with 
criniioalg of oil classes. He has the fac- 
ulty of making friends readily, and his 
miroosaos have boon almost, if not en- 
tirely, unbroken. Ho is courageous and 
fearless to u fault, and is tireless in liis 
endeavors to sorvo his employers. His 
two assistants, Messrs. Eddo and Al- 
good, also have records for bravery and 
daring, and the work animated to them 
could nut have been in better hands. 


It i.s not known at tho present timo 


whether tho express safe contained an 
nntumnl quantity of treasure or not, and 
whether the gang hod confederates ail- 
vising them of special consignments, 
but indications aro that they had no out- 
side assistance expecting to take what 
they conld get. 
That the country has 


been freed of two desperate mon is ad- 
mitted by all. 


DA MAGING EVIDENCE. 


Th« Taylor* Liable lo Ita Convicted For th« 


Murdtiror 111* Me«k» Family. 


CAHROI.LTON, Mo., March 28.—Ten- 


year-old Nellie Meeks, tho only survivor 
of tho Meeks family of five who were 
mnrdered on May 10, last year, is in 
town to testify in the trial of William 
P. and Georgo Taylor, whiuh began ves- 
torday. Nellie was permitted by "her 
guardians to toll the story of tho 
atrocious crime yesterday aftornoon in 
advance of t'no tiuio for her appearance 
ou tho stand. 


Sho is positive in her identification o. 


tho Taylors, saying sho romeinbortx 
Bill Taylor, ho having employed her 
father as a bartendor, and she liad seen 
him many times. She tells how tho Tay 
lor brothers called for her father at Mi- 
lan, O., on tho night of tho murder BIL_ 
Mooks, li;s wife and three children were 
bundled into a wagon and started foi 
Taylors' farn, 18 miles south. When 
within two miles of the Taylor farm 
George Taylor got out of the wagon anc 
shortly afterward shot and killed Meek." 
and his wife and then beat tho 5 and a- 
your old oluluren on the hood with rocks 
and kicked them to iloath. 


After committing tho crime the Tay- 


lors aro said to havo buried tho family 
in a strawstack. Nellie was left fot 
dead, bnt sho heard the Taylor brothers 
converse ahont the murder, she keeping 
quiet, ftianug they wonld kill her 
When day nroke she want to the farm- 
hon.sc of a Mr. Pioreo, whore she tolt: 
her story. 
.L long hunt for tho Taylors 


wus inaugurated, but it was eight or 
nine months before they were captured 
in Arkansas. Thoy hud very bad repu- 
tations previous to the time tho Meoks 
mnrdor was fastened ou them by the 
story told by Nellie. 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


An Actor Shoot* an ActruM anil Then Klllii 


New YOIIK. Man-It 28.—JohnBigelow, 


an actor, shot and killed Amy Thill, an 
actress, yostrrdi-.y in the furnished roon 
of tlio woman in West Twenty-fourth 
street, and then turned the wc.ipon, a 
revolver of l.irgo caliber, to Ins own 
head and blowout his brains. 


Tho donblu tragedy was not discover- 


ed until almost evening, when both 
bodies were found lying cold and bloody 
on tho lloor of the apartment whero the 
crimo had boon committed. None ol 
those in tho house could assign a mo- 
tive for the deed. 


Bigolow was about 80 years old, and 


tho young woman wns not more than 
25. Who had lived in a room on tho 
third floor smco lost summer, and was 
respeoted by all with whom sho canto 
in contact, and bortf a character which 
was blameless. Tho man was known 
to tho elevator attendant and others iu 
tho building but only slightly.

DECISIVE BLOW. 


Spain Taking Active MoAnureK to Snpnveat 


tho Cuban Insurrection. 


ILvDtUD, March 23.—In tho sonato 


yesterday, Seuor Canov.is del Castillo, 
president of the council of minister?, 
asked support for the new ministry. 
Ho read a dispatch from Oio Spanish 
consul in Costa Kica, announcing thu 
departure of a filibuster expedition, 
commanded by General Antonio Maceo, 
the Cuban revolutionist, for Cuba. The 
premier also road a dispatch from the 
governor of Cuba, which confirmed the 
foregoing. 


Senor Castillo added that a detach- 


ment of Spanish troops at Compcchuela, 
Cuba, had boon obliged to retreat and 
that the commanding officer was to be 
tried by conrtniiirtial. 


In conclusion he said that tho govern- 


ment, in addition to the reinforcement 
of 7,000 troops niw being despatched to 
Cnba, was determined to lond the gov- 
ernor of Cuba every assistance possible 
in ordur to stifle the rebellion. 


He stated that 5,000,OOD pesetas had 


already been expended by tho govern- 
ment in the operations against the Cu- 
ban insurgents. Ten million pesetas 
wonld bo intrusted to Mnrshal Martinez 
de Campos to meet further expenses iu 
Cuba. Steamers wore waiting at Bar- 
celona, Cartliageuaand Cadiz to embark 
troops do-stined for the island. 


At the conclusion of the premier's re- 


marks tho si'iuile passed ,i resolution ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the energetic 
attitude of tho goveruineut iu regard 
thu troubles in (.'aba. 


In the chamber of depntios Senor Cas- 


tillo announced that Marshal Miuliiipz 
do Campos "would leave bpaiu for Cuba 
0:1 April 2 in order to tafco supreme 
command of the Spanish forces there.

government is investigating the matter, 
and complicat luns betwocin Great Brit- 
ain and Spain may result. 


Tho Luurcsriua amviwl at this port 


yesterday afternoon from St. Jago, and 
her officers denounce thd shooting as a 
murder. They stated to an Associated 
Press representative that the suaimm 
was John Lowe, ogad :>,"> years, a resi- 
dent ot Leeds, 
England, 
who had 


shipped at Cardiff, Wale . 


On tho night of March 18 tho crew 


went ashore for a stroll, and walked up 
from wiirre the vessel was lying t>> 
tho town of ISt. .Tago, n short distance 
away. The boatswain, Lowe, and an- 
other seaman were in fche party, and 
after a walk about the b wn, started to 
return to the ilnp. Whcu nearly there 
liowO determined to return to the town, 
and started back iu company with a 
Cuban uegro. 


Eu routo they had to pass a Cuban 


fort garrisoned by Spanish troops. Sud- 
denly r. sentinel sprang ovt of the dark- 
ness ns they ne.irod the fort and in Span- 
ish commanded them to halt. Lowe 
did not understand the demand and 
started to hurry away. The next in- 
stant the sentinel rinsed his musket 
and flred. Lowe dro-apctl to his knees 
and rolled over, a corpso. The negro 
then started to run, when lie, too, was 
shot and mortally wonudiad. 


The dead man aud tlio wounded negro 


were carried inside the fort. At day- 
break Captain Cavin of the Latttestma 
•went to the fort and demanded tho body 
of tho man. This domaud was refused 
and ho made formal complain!; to the 
British government. 
An investigation 


is to be made. 


The officers of tho steamer state that 


when she left Cuba, March 20, the revo- 
lution was progressing quietly.

The early chiokii are tbo most profits- 


ile'ones, says a writer iu The Fanciers' 
Review, for they develop into the for- 
ward pullets that commence laying in 
all and continue all winter. It iswith- 
n bounds to say nu early batoned ohiok 
a worth donblo what the late one is. 
Jut in order to bavo tbe chickena strong 
and vigorous it is important first to 
lay attention to tbe present stock. Only 
ihysioally perfect birds should bo 68- 
eoted to fill tbe important office of 
breeders. Thorn is 110 place here for 
small, weak stock that has been cnfoo- 
iled by croup or other diseaso. Pay par- 
ioular consideration to tbe male bird. 
3a is to fuzniFii a par& of every chick; 
lenoe the wido reaching influence of 
;be bead of a flock of hens. Olio can af- 
!ord to pay a good price for a iino cock- 
erel to sire cliiokeas. A poor bird would 
w a dear bargain even, if procured as a 
gift. 


It is highly important that tho broed- 
g stock have an abundance of exer- 


cise. 
Unfertile eggs are largely caused 


.hroagh lack of exercise, aud 1 think no 
one cause is more to be blamed as tho 
source cf fat, noulaying hens in winter 
ihan is this samo insufficient exercise. 
STeit to exercise comes lack of green 
'ood and meat as tbo reason for infertilo 
egga 
Clovar, cabbage or roots ore as 


mportant in tho winter *'bill of fare" 
of hens as is grain. Animal food is like- 
wise necessary, aad fresh raw baof is 
uueqnaled as a medium in which to 
supply it. Scraps and boiled meat may 
36 good in their way, but raw beef 
gives tho hens all tbe nutritious juices 
of meat without any loss.

Salt For Poultry. 


It is a common error that salt is fatal 


to poultry, buys Tbo American Farmer. 
This arose from tbe ill effects of allow- 
ing poultry to gut at salt when they had 
not had it as « part of their rations, and 
onco thoy got access to it they ate 
enough to kill them. All soft food given 
to rjBttltry should be salted about as 
ranch as tbe samo amount would bo for 
human use, and if this is dono they will 
never eat salt to excess if tbey aro al- 
lowed to run where they can get at it 
Salt is one of the necessary elements of 
tbe blood, aud if it is not furnished iu 
some shape tbo health of the fowls will 
be impaired and their productiveness 
lowered.

Fowls swallow their food, broken or 


not, and it enters tho crop or first stom- 
ach and remains 'in it until it has be- 
come softened more or less, whefl, a 
small quantity at a timo, just as grain 
runs Into a grist mill, it is forced into 
tbe gizzard among the grit. The gizzard 
is a strong, muscular stomach, and it is 
at 'work uight and day when there is a 
grist to griud, similar to bellows, con- 
tracting and expanding and thns forcing 
the grit into the grain and triturating 
the whole mass, after which it is in a 
suitable condition to be quickly di

THE SHEARING SEASON. 


Taking Off m Fleece Nc-atljr and Tying It 


Up Scientifically. 


There is ranch in the. way a fleece is 


•beared, and almost as much in the way 
it is tied up for uu^'-at afterword. The 
neat, artistic :n:iirT^l shearer is shown 
in the illustration. 


The sheep looks in this picture as if 


i;, on tbe whole, rather enjoys getting 
the hot coat of wool taken off. It is safe 
to say the animal's skin will not be cut 
and snipped till it bleeds, neither will 
the fleece be torn and uneven, long in 
one place, cut all to pieces in another. 


As to what to do with tbe fleece after 


it bas been shorn, a skilled breeder and 
wool man writes in The Breeder's Ga- 
sietfce as follows: 


"I begin preparing wool for market 


tha day the old clip is taken off by keep- 
ing the sheep on well sodded grass and in 
dean yards, always well tagged and nev- 
er allowing them to got thin in flesh nor 
to bo eiposod to severe storms, and breed- 
ing to secure a fleece dense and well 
closed up to shut out dust and ordinary 
showers. A sheep thus bred aud kept 
will grow a fine, clean, lustrous fleece 
without any weak spots, soft and elas- 
tic. 


"I find it much more difficult to get a 


man who can do up wool well than to 
find one that can shear well. I take

pains to have the fleece taken off whole 
and placed upon tbe table skin side 
down. 
Then spread it out just as it 


stood upon the sheep and so there are 
no kinks or breaks iu it. 
Now comes 


tho most particular part in doing up a 
fleece — i. e., to briug it together with 
tho fingers until the fibers ore packed 
together at least as closely as they stood 
npou tho sheep. 
If this is carefully 


done, the fieeoo when tied will present 
o, smooth, white, unbroken and tasty 
appearance, none of tho ends of tbe 
llloece showing through. I then roll in 
equally from each side until the fleeco 
as an oblong shapo about 14 inches wide. 
J roll about equally from each end and 
(io threo strings each way. I have found 
nothing better to hold the fleeco while 
lying than the ordinary box with hinges 
made to close up both ways, about 14 
inches square, but my fleeces have been 
no large of late years I do not close tha 
onds, but leave tho fleeco somo longer 
than wide. 


"Pile carefully 111 a dry, clean place 


kept dark, but that can be marie light 
to show the wool. Put each gradoby it- 
self and every fleeco so it can be seen, 
and you nro ready for the buyer. If you 
have carefully bred, grown and handled 
the fleece you have tho satisfaction of 
putting on tho market a first class prod- 
uct in a workmanlike manner aud can 
then, and then only, demand and re- 
ceive the top or a little more than tbe 
top prico. 
Yon are then entitled to ns 


much recognition for furnishing not a 
raw material but a finished product as 
the manufacturer is for his finished 
product.. 
Tbo production of a perfect 


fleece requires a-s much intelligence and 
skill aa the production of a perfect 
piece of cloth. 
:Ono moro point in the production of 


a good fleeco I would mention is early 
shearing. 
Shorn early in April and 


housed for a few days a dense fleeced 
sheep will not mind an ordinary storm 
as much ns when in full fleece. It will 
shake itself after a rain and is soon dry, 
but if wet when iu full fleece it remains 
so for several days. An early shorn 
sheep will grow wool and mutton very 
fast from April until July. " 


Common SensD Ilorfleshoelng. 


When yon have a sound horse, try to 


keep him sound. It will help greatly to 
give n little more attention to tbe feet 
audshoeing. Somemen are always talk- 
ing about fitting tho shoe to the foot, 
which is right enough, but the secret 
lies in getting the foot ready for the 
nhoo to bo fitted to. When that is done 
as it onplit to be, it is time to talk about 
fitting tbe shoo to tbe foot, and not the 
foot to tho shoe. 


I am not abcliovcr in tho too, free use 


of tbe knifn. Leave the frog alone and 
see that the shoe does not pinch it. Keep 
the heels of thn foot flown. 
If the frog 


Is healthy, it wiil then get room to ex- 
pand. Du not lot the toes grow too long. 
This i-i ono of tho greatest mistakes. 
More diseases derive their origin from 
long toes than a great many people be- 
lievo. — Alexander Mair in Breeder's 
Gazette. 


Seasonable Advice. 


About this time of year look out for 


acre teats in ewes. If the ewe has a per- 
fectly clean, dry bed, her udder will 
not be apt to become soiled and wet. 
Soro teats frequently cause caked u«lrlers 
aud make no end of trouble. If the toat 
is sore, the owe will not allow the Iamb 
to suckle it, and thus the udder becomes 
distended and caked. If, again, the 
mother sheep has not enough milk for 
the hungry Iamb, it is apt to tug and 
pull at tho teat as well as to bite it, 
Keep watch over all these email points.
